The fire was first discovered by Mrs. 


R. Kratz, wjfe of the caretaker of the 
ranch, at 
about 7 o'clock. £.s she 


opened the door of the breeder house, 
she was met, by a gust of smoke and. 
flames, which. forced her to retreat. 
The three men working or, the ranch 
were immediately summoned and suc- 
ceeded in getting .air the horses and 
catUe out of the (barns. fiehig too 
fstr out of the city limits, no attempt 
was made to notify the city fire de- 
partment. 


Efforts were made 
to

flames but the water supply was In- 
sufficient. Fanned by the brisk wester- 
ly wind, the flames gained rapid head- 
wa;y. The entire heavens were Ht up 
by the flames and iiira short, time 
men from the near-by, coal mines and 
from the residence section sunrbund- 
ing the. Town and Gown club reached 
'the scene and lent- their assistance. 
Efforts were concentrated on saving

R&neh compa.ny, from which H was' 
secured; by Gen, Palnie_r «everalyea;rs 
ago.
